The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Essebaggers. 
Essebaggers shows a device for dispensing having a pipe 7, 9, an activating element 8, seat 13, 
separate pressure balancing channel 19 connected to ambient pressure and leading to a chamber 
below membrane 8, a suction channel 7 (P2), that opens the valve when suction is applied. The 
pipe is closed at its lower (second) end by" valve 1 1 at least when the valve is closed. The term 
"lengthy" carries little weight as there is no standard of comparison. The activating element 8, 
valve, and seat extend at least slightly in the longitudinal direction of the pipe, and opposite long 
sides of the membrane (left and right side as viewed in Fig. 4) are attached to the pipe, and are 
diametrically opposed and are thus at a distance from each other. 

Claims 2-13 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. The other references show similar valves.
